The National Peoples Congress in its closing ses- 
sion yesterday announced a sweeping change in Com- 
munist China's ministries and ministers that included 
relieving Premier Chou En-lai as concurrent Foreign 


Trade Team 
Off Feb. 21

A Japanese negotiating team 
to the Japan-Communist China 
trade talks, to be resumed in 
the near future, is expected to 
leave Tokyo for Peiping Feb. 21 
or 22 after Diet approval of the 
= Registration Law revision 


This was announced yester- 
day by Masanosuke Ikeda, Libe- 
ral-Democratic member of the 
Diet and chief representative at 
the negotiations for conclusion 
of the fourth Japan-Communist 
China trade agreement that 
were suspended in November, 


Ikeda, a director of the Diet- 
men’s League for Promotion of 
Japan-Communist China Trade, 
tentatively decided Monday that 
his party would leave for Pei- 
ping next Monday. He announc- 
ed this after a conference with 
Selichi Katsumata, also a direc- 
tor of the league and Socialist 
Diet Member, 


However, it was agreed at a 
conference between Ikeda, other 
members of the last negotiating 
party, and representatives of 
the Japan-Communist China Ex- 
port-Import Association yester- 
day that it would be difficult 
for the delegation to depart for 
Peiping Feb. 17 under the pre- 
vailing circumstances, 


The main reason given: The 
Chinese people will take holi- 
days for three days from Feb. 
19 to fete the New Year accord- 
ing to the old (lunar) calendar. 
Therefore, negotiations could 
not be started immediately 
even if the Japanese delegation 
departed Feb. 17. 

Another reason: some adjust- 
ment of views remains to be 
made within the Socialist Party 
regarding the selection of its 


members of the negotiating 
group. 
Minister of _ International 


Trade and Industry Shigesaburo 
Maeo yesterday said the Govern- 
ment hopes that the fourth 
private trade agreement will be 
concluded at an early date. 


Ikeda was expected to con- 
sult the Government once more 
before his departure concerning 
the numerical strength of re 
sident trade missions to be ex- 
changed with Peiping. 


As to the COCOM embargo, 
Maeo said Japan would join 
France and other Western na- 
tions in their campaign for fur- 
ther relaxation of the embargo 
against Communist China. 


However, Foreign Minister 
Aiichiro Fujiyama told the 
House of Councillors Foreign 
Affairs Committee yesterday 
that it was considered political- 
ly inadvisable to change the pri- 
vate trade agreements with 
Communist China to Govern- 
ment-to-Government agreements 
since it has a grave bearing on 
the question of recognizing of 
Communist China, 

Fujiyama made the statement 
in reply to questions from So- 
cialist committee members as 
well as Liberal-Democratic 
member Arata Sugiwara, former 
director of the Defense Agency. 


Communist China’s National 
Peoples Congress yesterday 
adopted a revised state budget 
for 1958 that called for higher 
taxes and state expenditure than 
the previous draft, the New 
China News Agency reported. 

The NCNA said the Congress, 
during its closing session yester- 
day, adopted the state budget 
for 1958 and the implementation 
of the state budget for 1957 and 
the national economic plan for 
1958. 

Some adjustments were made 
in the 1958 state budget after de- 
tailed examination by the 
Budget Committee of the Na- 
tional Peoples Congress, the 
NCNA added. 

These adjustments, it said, in-

Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi yesterday said in the Diet

Kishi hastened to add, however, that he personally felt that 
it would be difficult for the Government to draw a final con- 


clusion on the matter during the 
current Diet sitting, 

He made the remarks in re- 
ply to Isamu Imazumi, Socialist, 
who spoke up at the House of 
Representatives Budget Com- 
mittee to ascertain Kishi's inten- 
tions on his press conference 
statement last Sunday indicating 
Kishi’s desire to have an anties- 
pionage law enacted. 

The Prime Minister also cau- 
tiously said:. “It is only natural 
that Japan, being an indepen- 
dent nation, should take steps 
to prevent espionage activ 
against defense and diplomatic 
secréts. The Government au- 
thorities concerned are now 
making a careful study of 
whether existing laws are ad- 
equate for the purpose, or if not, 
what points, if any, of the laws 
should be amended, or. whether 
any new. legislation is neces- 

“If any new measure is con- 
sidered necessary,” he continu- 
ed, “the Government will prob- 
ably draft a bill and will present 
it to the Diet in due course.” 

On the same question, acting 
Defense Agency Director Hiro- 
hide Ishida said he felt that at 
present, Japan’s defense secrets 
could not be fully protected, and 
that, therefore, some _ steps 
should be taken to remedy the 
situation. But, he added, no 
conclusion has yet been reached 
on the matter. 

Also replying to Imazumi, the 
Prime Minister said that grant- 
ing that nuclear-armed Amer- 
ican planes, based in Okinawa, 
flew over Japan—as has been 
charged—there was no provi- 
sion in the existing treaties with 
the United States giving Japan 
the right to prevent such flight. 

Kishi added that the disposi- 
tion and movements of the 
American troops in Okinawa 
were outside the sphere of con- 
Sultations at the Japan-Amer- 
ican Committee on Security.

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Ashida, 4 Others 
Cleared of Scandal 


Former Prime Minister Hito- 
shi Ashida and four other de 
fendants in the so-called Showa 
Denko scandal were found inno- 
cent at the Tokyo Higher Court 
Yesterday, 

Just as the local district court 
did in 1952, the higher court 
passed judgment favoring Ashi- 
da: Toyojiro Kawabashi, former 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives; Kentaro Ayabe, also 
former member of the Lower 
House; Sanshi Shimokobe, for- 
mer secretary to Ashida, and 
Naoki Tominaga, forme? presi- 
dent of the Oka Gumi; on the 
ground the prosecution's charge 
did not stand up under existing 
laws. 

The prosecution had demand- 
ed terms of 4 to 18 months 
for the five. 

The Showa Denko. scandal, 
regarded as the biggest of its 
kind in postwar Japan, dates 
back to 1948 when the Showa 
Denko Co., a leading fertilizer 
maker, tried to obtain loans 
from the Government's Recon- 
struction Finance Bank. 

It was alleged that the com- 
pany, represented by Setsuzo 
Hinohara at that time, sent 
bribes to numerous Government 
Officials and politicians to obtain 
the loans,

Japan Makes 
Bid for New 
Fish Ban Zone 


MOSCOW (Kyodo) — Japan 
proposed to Russia Monday a 
new plan calling for the forma- 
tion of fishing ban zones in two 
areas off Kamchatka 

The proposal was made at 
the latest session of the science 
and technology subcommittee of 
the Japan-Soviet fishery talks. 


It called for Japan's self-im- 
position of a ban area within 
waters 40 nautical miles from 
the southwest coast of the Kam- 
chatka Peninsula facing the Sea 
of Okhotsk and another pro- 
hibited area within some 20 
nautical miles from the en- 
trance to Kamchatka Bay on 


the northeastern coast of the 
peninsula: 
Japan also told Russia it 


would be willing to consider the 
suspension of salmon fishing 
operations in waters north of 52 
degrees north latitude on July 
20. 


Although Japan was taking 
the stand that freedom of fishing 
on the high seas should be re- 
cognized, the-Japanese side said, 
it had proposed the two restrict- 
ed zones in view of the Soviet 
efforts being made to protect 
salmon resources on the rivers 
in southwestern and northeast- 
ern Kamchatka.

Fujiyama also said the Gov- 
ernment will reply “shortly” to 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul 
ganin's letter received last De- 
cember. 

He said that he thought the 
letter provided a good chance 
to clarify Japan’s stand and 


opinion. 
In his letter, Bulganin pro- 
posed ceful coexistence, a 


halt to nuclear tests, an East- 
West summit conference and an 
atom-free zone in Central’ Eur- 
ope. 

The Foreign Office is expect- 
ed to send the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s reply to the first Bulga- 
nin letter after it is approved by 
the Cabinet Friday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Russia's new ambassador 
met for the first time Tuesday. 
Afterward the envoy reported 
that they exchanged an expres- 
sion of hope a summit confer- 
ence will be arranged. 

The ambassador, Mikhail A. 
Menshikov, and the President 
conferred for about 30 minutes 
in Eisenhower's office after Men- 
shikov had presented his 
credentials. 

The broadly smiling envoy 
told newsmén after the session 
that both he and the President 
“expressed the same view—that 
relations between our countries 
should be improved, and they 
will be improved.” 

Menshikov was asked whether 
he and Eisenhower discussed 
the prospects for a summit con- 
ference of United States and So- 
viet leaders. ’ 

The ambassador replied the 
matter was discussed In a gen- 
eral way. Then he added: “We 
hoth expressed hope that the 
meeting (a summit conference) 
will be organized.”

Nuclear Owners 
Told of Liability 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
All owners of nuclear reactors 
on land in Britain are to be held 
responsible, like the Atomic 
Energy Authority, for prevent- 
ing damage to property or per- 
sonal injury from radioactive 
contamination, Parliament was 
tola Tuesday. 

The Government is to bring 
in legislation to ensure by a sys- 
tem of licensing and inspection 
that these reactors are subject 
to “effective control in the in- 
terest of public safety.” 

Announcing this in the House 
or Commons, Sir lan Horobin, 
parliamentary secretary to the 
Ministry of Power, said the 
reactor owners would be liable 
to pay compensation for damage 
even if due to an unavoidable 
accident, except to the extent 
that the injured claimant had 
been guilty of contributory 
negligence. 

Sir Ian Horobin said a reac- 
tor owner would have to insure 
his liability sr show he had ade- 
quate liquid assets. 

A limit on the amount of com- 
pensation has been fixed at five 
million sterling for each installa- 
tion. Sir Ilan Horobin said this 
Was much more than adequate 
to cover any reasonable foresee- 
able risk.

WAKAYAMA (Kyodo)—An in- 
apection of the sunken ferry- 
boat Nankai Maru through 
television was successfully con- 
ducted Monday by Kobe marine 
court authorities. 

The televiewing, the first at- 
tempt of its kind in Japan, was 
carried out in order to gain 
material evidence for a forth- 

coming sea disaster trial. The 
ill-fated 498-ton ferryboat went 
down in a gale at the mouth of 
the Inland Sea off Awaji Island 
Jan. 26. The 167 aboard perish- 
ed without a single survivor 
and scores of bodies are still 
to be recovered,

West Germany. 


Asaka Researcher 
To Study in U.S. 


The Japan Waksman Founda- 
tlon announced yesterday the 
grant of ¥1 million to Hideo 
Tsubura, assistant medical re- 
searcher of Osaka University, 
for a one-year study at the 
Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York, 

Tsubura, chosen from about 
20 candidates, will study chemi- 
cal therapy at the hospital. 

The foundation operates on a 
fund comprising half of the 
royalty payments for the patent 
on streptomycin in Japan. The 
money has been donated by Dr. 
Selman Abraham Waksman, 
Nobel-prize winning discoverer 
of the medicine. 

The foundation also 
nounced the grant of ¥200,000 
to ¥400,000 to 29 other scientists 
of 141 universities and research 
laboratories throughout the na- 
tion to help with their research. 

They include Masami Kitaoka, 
chief of the Rickettsia Depart- 
ment of the National Preventive 
Medicine Institute and Dr. Fuji- 
ki Hata, chief of the Antibiotics 
Department of the Kitazato

But he believed it would 
be difficul: for Japan to budge 
from the final proposition pre 
sented in Saigon by Kogoro 
Uemura last yearend, 


On the occasion, Japan re- 
portedly offered to pay $39 mil- 
lion In pure repartitone and $13 
million in Government loans, 
South Vietnam is understood to 
be asking for $55 million in pure 
reparations. 


The former ambassador said 
the two recent developments he 
cited before gave the Japanese 
people the impression that 
Janan was already offering too 
much. and made it increasingly 
difficult for the Government to 
make concessions. 


Foreign Office sources sald 
that Seishiro Ogawa, acting am- 
bassador in Saigon, was sound- 
ing out the South Vietnam Gov- 
ernment in a move to break the 
current impasse, 

These sources predicted, how- 
ever, that it would be sometime 
before reparations talks would 
be resumed with the Saigon 
Government.

In Tokyo, about 5,000 persons 
met at the Sendagaya Gymna- 
slum to observe the day, which 
used to be celebrated with pomp 
and ceremony in prewar days, 

After singing of the national 
anthem, Kimigayo, and old 
Kigensetsu songs Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Councillor Tokutaro KI- 
mura, president of the Associa- 
tion for Restoration of Kigense- 
tsu as a national holiday, pledg- 
ed to make every effort for the 
revival of National Day. 

Kimura, a former chief of the 
Defense Agency, said it is “na- 
tural for the people of Japan, a 
full-fledged independent nation, 
to celebrate the day marking 
the founding of their own coun- 
try 


The meeting adopted a reso- 
lution calling for the passage of 
a bill seeking the revival of 
Kigensetau by the current Diet. 

A similar meeting was held In

Ruins and Landmarks 
Recall Macao’s Past 


By KAORU NODA 


MACAO--There is a gentie 
wistfulness about Macao, some- 
thing like the air of an old man 
looking back on a vigorous 
youth. 

You notice it at sunset as you 
look out over the harbor and 
see its muddy waters glow like 
burnished. copper and the 
brown-salled fishing fleet slow- 
ly return from sea. You sense 
it In the languid air of the in- 
habitants as you stroll down 
the proad avenidas lined with 
shadegiving banyans and 
frangipanis. But you feel it most 
a® you stand before the magni- 
ficent ruins of St. Paul, the 
facade of which alone remains 
of this wonderful edifice built in 
the early 17th century. 

For this gaunt remnant of 4 
vigorous past, standing in som- 
ber dignity on a hill overlook- 
ing the colony and still watched 
over by the silent guns of an- 
cient Monte Fort, is the aymbo. 
of Macao, Erected with Japa- 
nese Christians as the artisans, 
it was completed in 1637 when 
Macao was one of the most im- 
portant colonies in the Far 
East and one of the ints of 
contention of the uropean 
powers who were struggling for 
supremacy in Asia. 

A broad flight of stairs lead to 
the ruins. Along the lowest of 
three tiers of the facade are 
four statues of Jesuit saints, in- 
cluding the beloved St. Francis 
Xavier, who brought Christian!- 
ty to Japan but died off Canton 
before he could enter China. 

Statue of Virgin 

The central tier contains an 
image of the Virgin Mary, flank- 
ed by angels in prayer, the 
fountain and tree of life, a ship 
ami a gorgon, an Apocalyptic 
monster and a skeleton dorm- 
ant. In the uppermost tier ie a 
representation of Jesus Christ 
with the dove, symbol of the 
Holy Ghost, topped by the cross 
of Jerusalem. 

In a way, religion may be 
called the keynote of the 
character of present-day Macao, 
despite its ill-deserved reputa- 
tion as the “wickedest” city in 
the Orient.” Although the offi- 
cial religion is Roman Catholic, 
visitors of other, faiths will find 
much that will appeal to them. 

There is the Protestant ceme- 
tery where noble English lords 
and knights He buried side by 
side with ordinary British and 
American seamen, the disparity 
of rank erased by death. Among 
those buried here are the 
Right Honorable Lord John 
Spenser Churchill, fourth son 
of the fifth Duke of Marl- 
borough and an ancestor of 
Winston Churchill; Sir Hum- 
phrey ie Fieming Senhouse, 
senior naval officer of the China 
Station in the 1840's; George 
Chinnery, well-known poet and 
painter; and Mary Morrison, 
first to be laid to rest here. 
Wife of the Protestant mission- 
ary who translated the Bible 
into Chinese, she died at child- 
birth. The infant, the inscrip- 
tion reads, is burted with her, 


temples here with their charac- 
teristic red, yellow and green 
decorations. Elaborate in com- 
parison with Japanese temples, 
they are interesting, among 
other reasons, in showing a 
comparison between the two 
cultures. Oldest temple is Ma 
Kok Miu, said to be more than 
500 years old and erected at 
the behest of the Goddess A-ma, 
after whom the colony was 
named. Carved on a huge 
granite rock within the grounds 
and ag old as the temple itself 
ig the profile of a junk. The 
Goddess A-ma, so the legend 
goes, saved the junk from the 
storm on condition that the 
crew build the temple in her 
memory, 
Chinese Temples 

Most characteristic of the Chi- 
nese temples, though, is Kum 
Yam Miu, dedicated to the god- 
dess of mercy. Historically, it 
is significant from the fact that. 
in 1844, at a stone table that 
still stands on the ground, the 
first treaty between China and 
the United States was signed. 
Also within the temple are twin 
trees, only a few feet apart, 
that are known as the ‘Trees of 
One Heart and One Love.”

Oku Nikko Slopes Beckon

Busy city dwellers seldom 
have time to make prolonged 
trips, most having to be content 
with squeezing what they can 
get into.a short weekend. The 
result is the overcrowded slopes 
all along the Joetau Line, start- 


is located about a five to 10 min- 
utes’ walk from he bus stop at 
Yumoto Spa. The first slope, 
adjacent to the rest lodge, is not 
too spicious and quite crowded 
on weekends. But there is a ski 
lift that takes one far above

uchi, | 

So, why not head off for Oku 
Nikko for a change? Those with 
Saturday afternoon free may 
make use of the Tobu Line com- 
fortable “romance cars” ({(al- 
though reservations must be 
made fairly Im advance), while 
the more pressed for time can 
make profitable use of the spe- 
cial night ski trains run by the 
same line, which leave Asakusa 
at 30 minutes past Saturday mid- 
night. This reaches Nikko be- 
fore dawn on Sunday, at ap- 
proximately 3 a.m., but stays at 
the station with its dozing pas- 
sengers until the 5 a.m. bus 
time, when the conductor comes 
around to wake everybody. 

A sufficient number of buses 
are waiting at Nikko to allow 
each person to be seated. Ordi- 
narily, this bus goes all the way 
to the skier’s destination, Yu- 


moto Spa in Oku “Nikko, by 
way of the thrilling 40-odd 


twists and turns of the famous 
Iroha-zaka road, and along Lake 
Chuzen ji. 

But once in a while a bad 
road condition might cause a 
change, in which case the pas- 
sengers must submit to the in- 
convenience of transferring to 
the cable car from Umagaeshi to 
Akechi-daira, and then changing 
to bus again from there for the 
last lap leading along the shore 
of Lake Chuzenji. 

For the less sleepy-headed, 
this early morning drive offers 
an exceedingly unusual glimpse 
of the beautiful lake, still in 
mysterious half-dark, fringed by 
snow-clad branches of the trees 
along its shore. 

As for the ski slope itself, it 


down a narrow curving path 
(that is, if there isn’t a bottle- 
neck of timid ones holding up 
the never-ending line that comes 
up at evenly spaced intervals by 
way of the lift), leads one down 
to what is known as the second 
slope, not much larger but less 
crowded than the first. 

And from here starts a fine 
run down a long gradual incline, 
wide enough for even the less 
expert to avoid collisions, 
haps a little tame for the big- 
thrill seeker, but absolutely fine 
for good carefree enjoyment, 
and particularly gratifying be- 
cause of its comparative length 
of “smooth sailing,” uninterrupt- 
ed by the usual pitfalls that 
down the beginner. Even the 
beginner can feel the thrill of 
accomplishment after a smooth 
run down this long, easy course, 
which leads triumphantly back 
to the base of the first slope, 
thus completing a convenient 
circie. 

Others, who love the heights, 
may climb up to Konsei Pass 
from the top of the lift, by way 
of the second ski slope, thus 


gaining a splendid view of 
Nikko’s Mt. Nantal, and ski 
down to Yumoto. Hiki on 


skis through snow-clad birch 
forests can be enjoyed at near- 
by Senjoga-hara Plains; and 
skating enthusiasts will find 
that skating can also be enjoyed 
in the region. Not to be for- 
gotten is the excellence of the 
hot springs here, for Yurmnoto is 
primarily known as a hot 
epring resort. 

The combination of all these 
possibilities should allow the 
ambitious to cram enjoyment of 
a good variety into their week- 
end,

bath, 

After that comes the wild 
boar sukiyaki.

Macao ns 

A quiet restfulness greeta the 
visitor on disembarking. The 
languid, friendly glances of the 
citizens seem to say, “Relax 
and refresh yourself for the next 
Onslaught on the Hongkong 
market.” Macao, indeed, pro- 
vides a welc@he respite from 
the hustle and bustle of its great 
commercial neighbor. Bargains, 
though, may be found here, too, 
especially in Portuguese dolls 
and ceramics and in Chinese 
jade, but Macao does not pre- 
tend to be able to compete with 
the British colony. 

If you have inquisitive taste 
buds, you will find the Portu- 
guese food served at many of 
the restaurants a novel experi- 
ence. Especially to be recom- 
mended is the African chicken, 
the specialty of Macao Inn. In- 
vented by Angelo, the chef 
there, this spicy dish is a taste 
sensation that will be long re- 
membered. The dinner should 
have a bottle of smooth Portu- 
guese white table wine fully to 
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enjoy it. Another delicacy is 
the roast pigeon served at the 
Chinese restaurant, Fat Siu Law, 
in the center of town. 


Political Refuge 

Macao has won a well-deserv- 
ed reputation as the “home of 
the homeless.” During the 
Japanese occupation of Hong- 
kong, Macao provided sanctuary 
for many an escaped British 
prisoners. It was to Macao that 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, leader of the 
Chinese revolution that toppl- 
ed the Manchu dynasty from 
the throne, fled when there was 
a price on his head in his na- 
tive Jand. 

The lovely grotto of Camoens 
with its profusion of tropical 
plants and flowers is another 
memorial to the oppressed. 
Here it is said Portugal's belov- 
ed soldier-poet composed his 
epic, the “Luciadas,” while liv- 
ing in Macao in exile. Even

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Thousands Get Ski Tips 


From Austria’s Rudi Mat

Austrian Rudi Matt left for 
home last night after teaching 
skiing to thousands of Japanese 
from beginners to the parents 
of Olympic star Chiharu (Chick) 
Igaya. 

The noted coach and former 
Austrian champion said he was 
impressed at the great interest 
in skiing in Japan and “the good 
éhysical condition the people 
are in, 7 

“With nearly 2,500 people en- 
rolled, we didn’t have a single 
accident,” Matt said in an inter- 
view. “People picked it up ex- 
tremely fast and learned to ski 
very nicely in a short time. I 
would like to have students 
iike that in Austria.” 

He said Japanese seemed in 
noticeably better physical shape 
than many ski students at St. 
Anton am Arlberg, Austria, 
who “don’t do much other sport 
curing the year and arrive from 
sitting down in trains and 
p'anes., 


“I never gaw so many people,” 
the 48yearold ski professor 
said, ‘commenting on the 
crowds which have prompted 
others to call Japanese skiing 
“Coney Island in the snow.” He 
said 15,000 gathered in minutes 
to see an impromptu exhibition 
he gave at Ibuki, in Shiga Pre- 
fecture, north of Nagoya. 


Middle-aged Japar.ese who 
learned to ski in the 1930s from 
the late Austrian and American 
ski great Hanners Schneider re- 
turned to enroll in Matt's 
classes, he said. 

Just about the time Japanese 
star Chick Igaya was training 
in Austria for the international 
slalom in which he placed third, 
Igaya's 68-year-old father, Ku- 
nio, patriarch of Japanese ski- 
ing, joined Matt's class at Manza 
hotspring, Japan. 

A few weeks later, Igaya’s 


mother showed up to practice |} 


the now-popular “Wedeln” ski 
technique for two days under 
Matt at Iwappara, north of To- 
kyo. 

Matt taught 15-18 skiers at a 
time in German and English, 


with interpretation into Japa- 
nese. He said his suctess was 
a tribute to the Austrian eki 
technique as, well as the in- 
terest of Japanese in the sport. 

Japanese have the ability to 
succeed in international compe- 
titive skiing, Matt said. The 
country still needs: 


1. More frequent racing in 
Europe and America by Japa- 
nese skiers, “otherwise, they 
can’t compare how fast they 
have to go to win.” 


2. An overall organization 
for the sport of skiing and pro- 
fessional teachers. 


3. Longer ski trails, which 
is “only a question of develop 
ment, since there are now many 
ski lifts and quite good trails 
which could be lengthened ... 
and good snow conditions.” 


Matt said the performances 
of Japan's Igaya and Bud Wer- 
ner of Steamboat Springs, 
Colo., at the recent Winter 
Games in Austria were impres- 
sive. IZgaya, he said, “had to 
be good” to rank high with the 
pressure on him. ferner, he 
said. “Now skis with his head, 
which he didn’t before.” 


Japanese sources said Matt's 
trip, sponsored by resorts and 
railways serving them, was a 
financial success. 

“Much more important than 
that,” Matt said, “we have giv- 
en a new spirit to the old 
friendship that has existed be- 
tween Austria's Aribert and Ja- 
pan for two generations.”

“In other words,” he added, 
“the century-old town of Tsu 
bame, Which produces 99 per 
cent of the entire stainless steel 
flatware Of Japan, and has a 
history Of more than 40 years 
in the production of flatware, 
will be wiped out.” 


Opens Campaign 

Mayor Tamaki opened Tsu 
bame’s campaign against high- 
er U.S. tariffs on stainless stee) 
flatware at a luncheon for Amer- 
ican newsmen at the NeW York 
University Club. The delega 
tion, which arrived from Tokyo 
last Friday, is scheduled to go 
to Washington Tuesday. it 
hopes to see President Dwight 
D. Ejsenhower. 


“I have brought with me a 

titien~ to: President Bisen- 

ower signed by 14,000 Tsupa- 
me workers and their families,” 
Ko Tamaki said. “| have 
brought with me 198 compos! 
tions by grade and high school 
children, appealing to  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to listen vo 
the cause of their town.

“Adoption of the recom- 
mendations,” Lekish said, “in 
my opinion would be the en‘ 
to Tsubame. It would damage 
beyond repair the goodwill be- 
tween the United States and 
J: pan that has grown steadily 
since the war.” 

Lekish said that Tsubame’s 
voluntary 26 per cent reduction 
of its exports to the United 
States had “nullified any threat 
to U.S. manufacturers.” 

Harry S. Berk, chairman of 
the tariff committee of the Filat- 
ware Importers Assn., said the 
main opposition to Japanese im- 
ports came from _ silverware 
manufacturers who, he said, had 
“fought tooth and nail” against 
any further foreign imports of 
stainless steel flatware.”

First Steel 
Group Off to 
China Today 


The first iron and steel mis- 
sion to be sent by Japan to Com- 
munist China is echeduled to 
leave for Peiping via JAL this 
evening. The mission is héad- 
ed by Yoshihiro Inayama, direc- 
tor of the Yawata Iron and Steel 


Company. : 
Some business circles were 
critical, however, of the mis- 


sion’s visit to hed China point. 
ing out that the move by Japan's 
iron and steel interests, con- 
sidered as the most conservative 
of all industries, may give vari- 
ous foreign countries the im- 
pression that Japan has made a 
new departure in its economic 
activities. 


These sources also expressed 
fears that it may also unfayorab- 
ly affect Japan-U.S. relations 
since this country depends on 
the United States for 90 per cent 
of its imports of coking coal and 
scrap iron. 

Inayama, however, has retort- 
ed that even if imports of such 
Red Chinese commodities were 
increased, it would in no way 
affect such Japanese imports 
from the United States. 

He also excluded possibilities 
of the United States bringing 
any political pressure to bear on 
the purely economic talks with 
mainiand China. 


Meanwhile, sources close to 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry indicated 
that the Japanese side has ob- 
tained tacit understanding of 
the American Embassy on the 
sending of the mission.

Export Goal 
For ’58 Set 
At $3 Billion 


The Economic Planning Agen- 
cy yesterday published detailed 
export and import goals for all 
areas in the 1958 fiscal year. 

The list had been referred to 
the Diet as data to be used in 
compilation of the EPA’s eco- 
nomic program for fiscal 1958, 
which had been approved by the 
Government some time before, 

The list placed total exports 
in fiscal 1958 at $3,260. million 
{on a customs clearance basis), 
an improvement of 109 per 
cent over the current year. 

The goal for exports to the 
United States and other parts 
of North America was set at 
$775 million, an increase of 10.7 
per cent over the amount es- 
timated for the current year. 

An increase in exports to less 
industrialized countries of Asia, 
Central and South America and 
Oceania, was also expected. 

Rubber and leather goods 
were expected to see a rise, as 
compared with the current year, 
by 32.1 per cent, paper by 25 
per cent, silver, platinum and 
jewelry by 25 per cent and base 
metais by 15.4 per cent. 
| ‘The paper set the import goal 
| for fiscal 1958 at $3,910 million 
as against $4,030 million esti- 
mated for the current vear. 

Of this total, the amount of 
raw materials and fuel, such 
as raw cotton, iron ore and 
scrap and crude oil, accounted 


for $2,624 million or well over 
the current year’s $2,529 mil- 
| lion, 


The amount of such imports 
| Was boosted because it was ex- 
| pected that Japan’s _ industrial 
, activities would swing into 
| high gear in the second half of 
next year after a lull since the 
'end of the current year.

Bombing 


The French action in bombing the Tunisian frontier 
Village of Sakiet-Sidi-Youssef is a most unhappy event that 


is almost certain to have serious repercussions. 


This sort 


of ‘reprisal exhibits the “military mind” at its worst, we fear, 
and was apparently undertaken without any regard for the 
consequences. The French Government itself shows grave 
concern and has told the United States, which is doing its 
utmost to ease the situation, that steps,.would be considered 


to prevent any repetition of 


By protocol of March 20, 


such an incident, 
1956, France recognized the 


independence of Tunisia, and abrogated former treaties and 
conventions, and the suggestion that France is pursuing a 
provocative policy against her former protectorate seems 
untenable. The Tunisian ambassador to Paris, Mr. Mas- 
moudi, recalled to Tunis for consultations, before leaving 
France said he had been very touched in the past 48 hours 
by the signs of sympathy from many quarters in France. 
It is to be hoped that this spirit of sympathy will prevail 
and that the worst consequences may be avoided. 

. Etis- alleged, of course, that Algerian rebels are in the 
habit of crossing the Tunisian border from whence they 
launch attacks on the French. As to the truth or not of 
this allegation the French military must know more than 
anyone, but that is no justification for an action that caused 
the death of so many civilians, including women and 


children. 


The situation in North Africa generally is most un- 
satisfactory and it is made more difficult by proximity to 
Europe-and the fact that many Europeans are living in 
these countries, Algeria, for example, has a European popu- 
lation of 1,250,000, mostly French. And whatever may be 
thought of French methods of government in North Africa 
it cannot be denied that the French have brought very real 
benefits of civilization to the area. 


We now have Arab resurgence at work in North Africa. 
Every sympathy must be felt with legitimate Arab aspira- 
tions but it seems a pity that violence should be employed. 
Moreover, it is more than a suspicion that Moscow and the 
Communists are largely behind the troubles which have 
beset both North Africa and the Middle East of recent 
years. Exactly what course Arab action may eventually 
také remains to be seen, but we may be sure Moscow will 
continue to endeavor to turn it into channels calculated to 


damage the interests of the Western powers. 


This is all 


the more reason why the latter should behave with cir- 
cumspection and strict attention to justice and human 


rights.

The American satellite F:xplor- 
ev has made us all feel better, 
having given tangible proof that 
the science of rocketry is known 
in this country and that our ex- 
perts possess the art of making 
and guiding rockets. The event 
has confirmed the testimony of 
those who have been saying that 
the Russians have a consider- 
able lead but that we are in 
the race, 


Explorer is, therefore, a good 
popular antidote to the panicky 
view that we are in mortal dan- 
ger. But fit does not wash out 
the main portent of Sputnik— 
which is not that the Russians 
launched a satellite first, and 
that their satellite is very much 
bigger and heavier than Explor- 
er. The main portent is that, 
Starting at the end of World 
War If with their country de- 
vastated, their technology. far 
more primitive than our own, 
the Russians have achieved a 
rate of scientific and technologi- 
cal development which is faster 
than our own, What they did 
with the Sputnik shows not 
merely that they have mastered 
a particular specialty but that 
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Sumi-nagashi 
Sumi-nagashi (India-ink flow) 
is an old but negiected art. 
In retent years, however, it has 
been revived and is being ap- 
plied in new ways. 


This is the art of transferring 
to paper designs formed by 
liquid sumi spread over the sur- 
face of water ‘na basin. Weird 
and charming designs are print- 
ed on white paper when it is 
placed over the water. 


It is not clear when this art 
originated but it Is known that 
in the 12th century it had al- 
ready attained a high degree of 
development. The earliest known 
specimens are preserved at the 
Nishi-Honganji Temple, Kyoto. 


It is a volume of poems by 36 
poets, believed to have been 
written in about 1110, or more 
than 850 years ago. The poems 
are written on sheets of paper 
having sumi-nagashi designs. 


The method of making sumi- 
nagashi is simple. First an ink 
stick is. rubbed on ink stone 
with a little water. Sometimes 
pine resin is added to the pre- 
pared ink. The tip of a fude or 
writing brush that has absorbed 
the ink is dipped into the water 
in a flat basin and the ink 
spreads in a circle in the water. 
As the brush is pulled out, a 
slender bamboo or wooden stick 
like chopsticks is passed through 
one’s hair to make it slightly 
oliy. 

The tip of this stick is passed 
slowly through the ink biot on 
the water and the ink spreads 
out, due to the effect of the oil 
on the stick. As the artist 
moves the stick through the 
basin water, fantastic designs 
develop. 


Black ink is mostly used, but 
often various colors are also 
added to make the design more 
complicated and beautiful. When 
a desired design appears, a sheet 
of white paper is placed flat on 
the water surface, and the de- 
sign is transferred to the paper. 
The value of sumi-nagashi lies 
in the fact that every time the 
design changes, and there are 
no two alike. 


In place of paper, a piece of 
eotton or sik fabric may be us- 
ed. Sumi-nagashi paper, silk or 
cotton are used for various de- 
corative purposes. 

While this art of sumi-nagashi 


has almost been forgotten by 16 


the pooete for many centuries, 
the family of Hiroba in Fukui 
Prefecture has kept it up. Ji- 
zaemon Hiroba, the present 
head of the family, was recent- 
ly honored as a national cultural 
asset.

But they are still mov- 
ing forward the faster. 

There is, therefore, much for 
us to do, and as I see it we 
must move forward simultane- 
ousiy along three broad paths. 
The first is that we have to 
find out how to make the gov- 
ernment much better able than 


it if now to take and to carry & 


out long-range decisions, There 
is litth doubt that American 
progress in missiles has been 
retarded by bureaucratic con- 
fusion presided over by political 
appointees who did not under- 
stand the issues they were sup- 
to decide. 

Undoubtedly, this requires a 
reorganization in the Pentagon. 
But the trouble will not be cured 
in the Pentagon alone, The 
White House and the relevant 
committees of Congress have at 
least an equal responsibility.

The second path we must 
take is even broader. It is the 
transformation of American edu- 
cation which on the average 
and by and large is declining 
in quality as the quantity of 
those to be educated grows larg- 
er and larger. Our schools and 
colleges are overwhelmed by 
the growth of the population 
they are supposed to educate, 
and they are under enormous 
pressure—for the most part ir- 
resistible—to lower their intel- 
lectual standards. There is an 
ominous tendency in American 
education to teach more and 
more students less and less of 
the great disciplines which 
form an educated man. 

It is in this, more than in 
the ups and downs in the mili- 
tary balance of power, that 
there lies the deepest danger 
to our American society. We 
can most surely defend our- 


_ 


selves against conquest or domi- 
nation, What we have to worry 
about is that with the declining 
level of education, with the vul- 
garization of the cultural stand- 
ards in our mass society, we 
shall become a big but second- 
rate people, fat, 
self-induigent. 
e * ° 

The third path on which we 

must travel is to learn to ad- 
just our minds to the hard facts 
of life—particularly to the fact 
that our Western society, of 
which we are the strongest 
member, is no longer para- 
mount, is now only an equal, 
among the great societies of the 
lobe. 
Britain and France have had 
to learn in this generation what 
Sweden and Spain learned in 
earlier days—that they are no 
longer the main centers of 
power and influence for all 
mankind. At the end of World 
War Il for a few short years 
the United States was the para- 
mount center of power and in- 
fluence in the world. Our con- 
ception of our role, as we have 
formed it in the postwar years, 
has had as its fundamental pre- 
mise the paramountcy of the 
Western society led by the 
United States, This was a fact. 
But it was transitory. 

The postwar era is ending 
and the great reality to which 
we have now to adjust our 
thinking is that we are an equal 
but not a paramount power. 
This is the reality with which 
Dulles has not yet come to. 
terms. Because of that, Amer- 
ican and Western policy is, 
though tough on the outside in 
the language it uses, unrealistic 
and wishful—indeed wistful—on 
the inside. 

But time is passing and time 
will tell, and the realities of the 
structure of power in the world 
are forcing Dulles to go where 
he does not want to go, to meet- 
ings which he does not want on 
questions to which our obsoles- 
cent policies provide us with no 
safe and satisfactory answer.

NEW YORK (AP)—From 
Moscow comes an indication 
that Communist Party boss Ni- 
kita Khrushchev may have de- 
cided to put the political skids 
under Premier Nikolai Buiga- 
nin. 

The indication came in an an- 
nouncement in the Soviet capl- 
tal of the selection of election 
constituencies for Kremlin 
leaders for the coming balloting 
for seats in the Supreme Soviet 
of the USSR—Russian equival- 
ent of parliament. 

Bulganin occupies a seat in 
the House of Nationalities—the 
less important House of this 
Parliament—from Moscow. He 
has held this seat for a number 
of elections in the past ever 
since the end of World War IL 

Neither this nor any other 
seat in the Soviet Parliament 
has any real political impor- 
tance—except as an honor, 

But it is a fact that the very 
top-most Soviet leaders have usu- 
ally chosen to be elected to the 
Supreme Soviet from MWoscow. 

This was true of Stalin, of 
Georgi Malenkoy while he was 
Premier and is now true of 
K':rushchev. He occupies a 
seat in the House of the Union 
—the more important House— 
from the Kalinin electoral dis- 
trict in the capital. He will 
run again from that district in 
the coming electior on March 


But Premier Bulganin wil! not 
run in Moscow this year, it was 
announced in Moscow Sunday. 

He has been bumped out of

Kawabata was made a mem- 
ber of the Arts Academy of 
Japan in 1953.

Ayes for Summit Talk 


Western Europe Favors It on Condition 


LONDON (UP) — Western 
European nations are in favor 
of summit talks with the RPus- 
sians—if there is adequate pre- 
paration for them. 


An analysis of the positions 
adopted by continental govern 
ments indicates cautious ar 
ceptance of the idea of taikes at 
the highest level. 


Each of the governments con 
cerned also has specific prot 
lems it would like to see iInelud- 
ed in the talke—or settied be 
forehand. 


West Germany, for example, 
remains insistent that the ques 
tion of German reunification 
must not be ignored. 


Italy would favor talks, but 
wants to be consulted in ad- 
vance on the stand to be taken 
by her big Allies at the summit. 

France insiste on a foreign 
ministers’ meeting to precede 
summit discussions. 

In Bonn, West German Gov- 
ernment leaders believe, what 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin’s latest note to President 
Eisenhower, in which Germen 
reunification was brushed aside, 
offered little hope of a success 
ful outcome for talks. 


Bulganin’s suggestion that 
East and West Germany should 
get together to solve reunifica- 


™ tion problems is firmly reject- 
ed there. 


There is little doubt that 
Adenauer, 
now vacationing on the French 
Riviera, would oppose a summit 
meeting in which the German 
question was not included. 


At the same time, West Ger- 
many is pushing forward with 
its plans to probe the Soviet 
position through diplomatic 
channels. 


In his reply to Bulganin’s 
Dec. 10 letter Adenauer called 
on the Soviets to stop writing 
letters and get down to dip- 
lomatic talks which lay the 
groundwork for a summit meet- 
ing. 

One of West Germany’s top 
negotiators, Special Ambassador 
Rolf Lahr is already in Moscow 
discussing a trade and repatria- 
tion agreement and would be 
availabie if the Soviets show 
any desire to talk. 


The Germans believe that the 
Soviets must be nailed down to 
a firm agenda—including Ger- 
man reunification—before the 
Western powers are brought to 
the conference table. 


France was one of the first 
Western nations to come out 
openly for new summit talks 
with the Soviet Union. But it 
wants a foreign ministers’ con- 
ference first. 


The French reply to Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Builganin’s 
December letters was made on 
Jan. 14, In it Gaillard said: 


“Any meeting of government 
chiefs would necessarily, if we 
would wish the hope it would 
inspire not be disappointed, 
have to be prepared carefully 
and be preceded by a confer- 
ence of foreign ministers whose 
role would not be to study the 
fundarrentals of the problem 
but to list exactly the program 
of an eventual conference at a 
higher level.” 

Italy favors a new summit 
conference but wants to be con- 
sulted on the stands her big 
allies would take at such a 
meeting, according to informed 
sources in Rome. 

Italy has also seconded Amer- 
ican insistence that any high- 
level talks be adequately pre- 
pared in advance. 

Foreign Minister Giuseppe 
Pella said in a parliament for- 
eign policy debate last week 
that such preparations were 
necessary so that a summit con- 
ference, if held, would not end 
in “clamorous failure.” 

“There has been something 
new in international relations 
in past weeks and months,” the 
Foreign Minister said,” there is 
a beginning of thawing, like the 
one there was in early 1955...
